The cited prior art fail to disclose or suggest an LO control circuit that adjusts a 
frequency of said first local oscillator signal based on (1 ) a selected channel of said 
plurality of channels, and (2) the actual passband of said bandpass filter determined 
during a calibration mode, wherein said first input of said first mixer receives no signal 
during said calibration mode, said first local oscillator signal provided to said bandpass 
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filter during said calibration mode via a leakage path from an LO port to said IF output of 
said first mixer. 

The cited prior art fails to disclose or suggest for the reason as set forth in 
applicant's remarks filed 8/03/2009.
